W a s h i n g t o n ,

13.— The 
United States is pledged to give 
Cuba a stable government, and at 
the same time is pledged against 
its acquisition. 
This will make it 
necessary for the United States to 
at once establish a guardianship 
over the island, and it is the pur­ 
pose of the president to appoint a 
military governor and administer 
its affairs under military rule until 
a civil government can be estab­ 
lished. 
General Lee is likely to be 
selected for this important office. 
As soon as it shall be deemed 
practicable the people of Cuba will 
be called upon to choose represen­ 
tatives to a convention to deter­ 
mine upon a form of government 
for the island. 
This convention 
will be left entirely free to pass 
upon the matter and its decision 
will be maintained by the United 
States. 
It is likely that a convention will 
be assembled within a year and in 
the meantime full opportunity for 
discussion among the people will be 
encouraged and promoted. 
A m ong the better classes in Cuba 
there is a strong feeling for annex­ 
ation to the United States, 
and 
when the time for choosing dele­ 
gates to a convention arrives it is 
very probable this will be the prev­ 
alent feeliner.

Ex tehsiv e imp rov ements in the 
main line are going on all ov er the 
sy stem. 
The mines at Jop lin, on 
the Missouri Pacific, furnish some 
of^the best ballast in the country in 
the way of zinc tailings, which is 
used ex tensiv ely on the Gould lines. 
T he work alone of raising the main 
line of the Central div ision through 
Gum Sw am p , in Arkansas, a dis­ 
tance of sev enteen miles, has been 
going on for ten y ears. 
T he A uburn lev ee, to which the 
Missouri Pacific sy stem subscribed 
. $10,000, and which was erected as 
a p rotection to the p lantations in 
the v icinity of Gurn Swamp , has 
been of great help to that section. 
This, together with the scientific 
draining of Gum Swam p , which 
has been going on for two y ears 
has imp rov ed the situation greatly .

The mystery of the Roy's Branch 
train robbery, which created such a 
sensation liere last night, has been 
solved, says a St. Joseph dispatch. 
The five bold men who held up the 
crew of the Burlington Exposition 
flyer at 9 o’clock last night, within 
rifle-shot of the city, are all in the 
custody of the police, and prove to 
be five mere boys, the organizer 
and leader of the gang being Jas. 
Hathaway, day delivery clerk at 
the Western Union telegraph of­ 
fice, who is 17 years old. 
The youthful disciples whom he 
associated with himself in the dar­ 
ing holdup are W ill Hathaway, a 
younger 
brother; 
Chas. 
Cook, 
Alonzo 
Arterburn 
and 
Herbert 
Donovan. 
They have been train­ 
ing 
together 
for 
the past three 
years, having a rendezvous in the 
heart of the residence portion of the 
city, where they were to be found 
nightly until after midnight. 
They were insatiate readers of 
yellow literature of the nickel de­ 
tective series variety, and were rec­ 
ognized by the police as tough kids. 
It is believed they are responsible 
for several daring hold-ups perpe­ 
trated on street car crews and pe­ 
destrians last w i n t e r , and more or 
less of the burglaries which have 
been so numerous in the immediate 
neighborhood of their rendezvous. 
Continued success in this prelim­ 
inary work and absolute immunity 
from suspicion emboldened them to 
more daring deeds. The hold-up of 
th3 Burlington train was planned 
two weeks ago, when there were 
seven conspirators, but two of them 
became alarmed and withdrew. 
It is said that the object was not 
so much 
the 
filthy^ lucre 
there 
migtit be in it as fame and experi- 
.chce. 
In this case their ambition 
has been gratified. 
That five strip­ 
lings, one only out of his teens, 
should overawe a crew of veteran 
railroad men and with oaths and 
imprecations so terrify them as to 
secure control of a crowded pas­ 
senger train and capture the safe 
from the express car, almost sur­ 
passes belief, but that is the size 
of it. 
The arms thus far secured by the 
oilicers are confined to two mon­ 
strous horse pistols, which, under 
the direction of Jim Hathaway, 
were found wrapped in red ban­ 
dana liandkeicliiefs used as masks 
and stowed away under the front 
door steps of a swell residence on 
Felix street. 
The discovery of the identity of 
the outlaws’ was brought about in a 
curious 
manner. 
Jim Hathaway 
found a pocket dictionary on the 
streets some time ago, 
wrote 
his 
name on ic, and 
carried 
it with 
him. 
In some w ay this book and 
his handkerchief, upon which his 
name was marked, were lost from 
his pockets in the excitement of the 
attack on the train, and were pick­ 
ed up near the scene of the hold-up 
this morning by Bert Ritchey,chief 
of detectives on 
the 
Burlington. 
Hathaway was at once taken into 
custody and the 
whole 
day 
was 
spent in '"sweating” him, with the 
result that he weakened late this 
afternoon and gave the whole busi­ 
ness away.
